Ress 
Roadsters and Carriage Horses. 

J. Huzo Reed. V. S, of the Oniario 
agricultural co'lege, Guelpiy inewa ree 
cent address “at the Charlottetown, P- 
E. Island fair,” spoke as follows on the 
distincticn bai ween, roadster and car- 
riage horses, 

The distinction ‘between 
horses and roadsters is evidently not 
well understood by exhibitzcn manage- 
ments or people in the mariiime pro- 
vinees. These are two disiimst types of 
herses, and should not ba judged in the 
same class. There should be provision 
at least for a single roadster in harness 
and a matcked pair. Ths cistinct‘ion 
between roadsters und carriage horses 
is not a matter of size or of breeding, 
The road horse is veluabie for his per- 
fermance in getting over the road.; the 
eatriage horse for his attractiveness, 
his style and action, in’ addition io his 
road qualities.

The Food Value of Oats. _ 


Farmers Gazette. 

A gréat deal of misapprehension ex- 
ists regarding the selection of vats as 
focd. ‘The characteristics of a gud 
oat are (1) its condition which is denot- 
ed by its sweetness and harduess of the 
kernel: (2) the strength of its husk, 
whether it-is tlyck or thin; (3) the 
weight per, bushe! and purity, by 
whick we mean freedom from aterial 
or any other kind, waether dirt or 
seeds, It is scarcely necessary to say 
that thers is more food in a bushel of 
hard oats tian in a bushel of the same 
varicty which is softer in the kernel— 
the one contains less moisture than the 
other, and consequently more food, 

In jucging a saxaple, if we take ‘the 
apparentiy «thinnest and lightest 
grains and find kernels withia ws may 
rest assured that all the ots eon: 
tain food; but it constantly happens 
that many grains in the handful are 
nothing but husk. Someiimes the oat 
is harvested before the Jast formed 
grains are filled wath kernels. It is 
usually safe, therefore, to examine the 
thin kernels io estimating the valne of 
a sample. Next, the husk may be ex- 
amined, and we shall often find that! in 
a heavy and more costly oat this is 
thick, so thai the ‘buyer pays rather 
for worthiess fodder in the husk then 
for additiogal food as compared with 
a lighter og{ with a thinner husk, 


To those who are able to pay close at- 
tention to this matter we would sug- 
gest a simple experiment. Two sam- 
ples may bea selected, a heavy home- 
grown oat and a lighter and cheaper 
oat with 4 comparatively thin skin or 
jacket, Tn each case the husks mayj‘be 
removed from a hupdred grains and 
weighed on a delicate balance. Ii will 
probably be found that in ons case the 
husks will weigh considerably more 
than in the other, and if the figures 
are worked out as applicable to a 
bushel or a quarter, the full measure 
of the difference will be b2iter under- 
stood. Vhis plan has been adopted in 
compsring the values of different oats, 
and sometimes with most extraordin- 
ary results, Again, if we take a clean 
sample at a higher price than a second 
sample of apparently equally good 
cats, and from a given weight, which 
muy be i ounce to 10 cunces, collect all 
the waste materia', including the emp- 
ty husks or kernelless grains, we shall 
find that by weighing we are paying, 
ig all probability, a good deal more for 
the cheaper sample than for the more 
costly one, Which after all may be the 
most economical. 

Suppose we take two samples at 
present market prices, and having de- 
cided the weight of husk in’each case, 
and subsequently by testing the sam- 
ples the relatives groporiions of dri 
ard other impurities, we arrive at the 
conclusicn that the more coisily samples 
provides a smailer weight per bushel 
of feeding matter than cheaper 
samples, it follows that we shall not 
only be saving several shillings, as b2- 
tween the respective weights per quar- 
ter, but siill more owing io the differ- 
ence in the proporiioys of food present.

A British Colonization Scheme. 


Some weeks ago Rev. I. M. Barr, of 
Holly Park, London, N. England, visit- 
ed Edmonton in the interests of a Brit- 
ish colonization scheme which he has 
in hand for the Saskatchewan valley. 
Although Rev. Mr. Barr is in charge 
of a congreggation in London, Eng- 
land, he is a Canadian by birth! and 
training, and naturally looks at fhe 
subject of immigration from a Cana- 
dian Imperial. standpeint.. He “hes a 
brother residant at. Ponoka; Like 
every\ British Canadian he is anxions 
to secure ihs establishment of British 
ideas, customs, and institutions in this 
quarter of the empire by the éstwhlixh- 
ment in the Saskatchewan valley ofas 
jarge a number as possible of British 
settlers. ‘Do this epd he had organized 
a scheme of colonization qn a very 
large scale, Hs has selected a tract of 
iand south of the Saskatchewan river 
opposite Fort Pict and on the. line of 
the Canadian Northern railway asthe 
site of his operations. As the district 
is as yet ebsolutely without seitlers— 
and becayse’ @f distance from railway 
wouid remazip so for many years were 
it not for the consiruciion of the Can- 
adian Northern—there i3 no possibil- 
ity ef conflicting interests: His pro- 
ject includes the briaging of sevilers ol 
emne means ond with a practica! know- 
ledge of actual labor, from any or all 
parts ef the British isles. By going oni 
so far beyond present railways he en- 
sures that. they can setije closely to- 
gether, and therefors be mutually help 
ful and give the greatest efficiency of 
supervision at the léast possible cost. 
While by going on the projected lune of 
the Canadiana Northern he ensures 
work for those who want to work dur- 
ing construction and railway facilities 
for ali as soon or sconer than they can 
expsct to have croup to move. ~ 


Rev. Mr. Barr expects to leave Eng- 
lend about the beginning of March 
with about 2,000 settlers of some 
mecns, ay are to come by train from 
Heliiax to Saskatoon, and. thence 
travel overland, 150 miles to their des- 
tinution.’ Mr. Barr 1s assured by the 
Canadian Northern people that the 
raad will be under constructien during 
the coming summer through their pro- 
poced setilemenis and that there will 
be work and wages for all. 

There are many good points about the 
rev. gentieman’s scheme But the 
Bulletin takes the liberty af suggest- 
ing that ihe end of Waroh is too early 
in the sezson to underluke an over- 
jand trip of 150 miles by a bang of2,000 
people absoluiely unused to camping 
out or travelling.
